Claims 1-31 are pendmg in this application. By this Amendment, claims 13, 17, 21 and 
26 are amended. Claims 1,13, 17, 21 and 26 are independeM. 

In section 3 on pages 2- J 9, the Omce Action rejects claims 1 -3 1 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 03(a) 
as allegedly being unpatentable over US Patent No. 6,885,635 to Haq et al, {hereinafter "Haq"). 
This rejection is respectively traversed for at least the following reasons, 

Regarding claim i, the claim of recites, "a control plane update agent modnle , < . operable 
to synchronize said ronting tables.** With respect to the control plane update agent module, the 
Office Action relies on routing engine 201 and routing engine 202 depicted in Figure 2 of Haq, 
With respect to the fiinction of synchronizing the ronting tables recited in claim 1, the Office 
Action rehes on bus 40? connecting processing component 205 and processing component 206 
in Haq. 

Accordingly, the function of bus 407 reUed upon by the Office Action with respect to the 
function recited tbr tlie control plane update agent module in claim i is not a function that exists 
between tiie routing engine 201 and the routing engine 202, rehed upon by tlie Office Action 
with respect to the contro! plane update agent module recited is claim 1 .

Claims 2-12 are allowable at least on their dependence from claim 1 for the reasotis 
staled above in connection with claim 1 . 

Claims 13, 17, 21 and 26 are amended to recite the function of the controi plane update 
agent module also recited in claim 1. Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that claims 17, 
21 and 26 are allowable for at least the reasons stated above in connection with claim 1. Claims 
14-16, 18-20, 22-25 and 27-31 are allowable based at least on their dependence from claims 13, 
1 7, 21 and 26, respectively, for at least the reasons stated above in comiection with claims 13, 17, 
21 and 26, 

For at least the foregoing reasons, it is respectiiilly reqiiested that the rejection of claims 
1 -3 1 as allegedly being unpatentable over Haq be Vkfithdrawn,
